1. SYG'S VIEWS ON CYPRUS: SECRETARY GENERAL WALDHEIM 
TOLD AMBASSADOR SCALI ON SEPTEMBER 4 THAT: 

-KARAMANLIS NOW FIRMLY RESISTS ANY GENEVA-TYPE 
TALKS, AND THE PRESENT SITUATION BETWEEN WASHINGTON 
AND ATHENS LIMITS US INFLUENCE; 

-A GENEVA-TYPE CONFERENCE, HOWEVER, IS STILL THE 
BEST FORUM IN WHICH TO SOLVE THE CYPRUS PROBLEM; 
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-BOTH KARAMANLIS AND CLERIDES ARE READY TO ACCEPT 
FEDERATION BUT CANNOT ACCEPT THE PRESENT EXTENT OF 
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TURKISH OCCUPATION OR THE TRANSFER OF POPULATION; 

-THE PRESENT SITUATION REGARDING UNFICYP OPERATIONS 
IN THE TURKISH-CONTROLLED AREA IS UNSATISFACTORY, 

AND HE WILL BE DISCUSSING THIS MATTER WITH TROOP 
CONTRIBUTORS SEPTEMBER 5. (CONFIDENTIAL) USUN 3028, 

9/5 (EXDIS). 

2. STRENGTHENING CLERIDES' POSITION: THE EMBASSY BELIEVES 
THAT ATHENS HAD A HAND IN MAKARIOS' SEPTEMBER 2 CALL FOR 
SUPPORT OF CLERIDES, BUT DESPITE SOME ATMOSPHERIC IMPROVE- 
MENTS, THE LATTER’S POSITION REMAINS SHAKY. (CONFIDENTIAL)

3. BRAZZAVILLE DECLARATION: THE CHIEFS OF STATE SUMMIT 

OF EAST AND CENTRAL AFRICAN STATES ADOPTED THE DECLARATION 
ON SEPTEMBER 2. DEALING MAINLY WITH POLITICAL ISSUES, 

IT: 


-NOTED PORTUGAL’S EXPRESSIONS OF GOOD INTENTIONS, 

BUT CALLED FOR IMMEDIATE TRANSFER OF POWER TO LEGITI- 
MATE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PEOPLE; 

-APPEALED TO ALL ANGOLAN LIBERATION GROUPS TO FORM 
A UNITED FRONT FOR NEGOTIATIONS WITH PORTUGAL; 

-REJECTED REFERENDA AS IMPERIALIST MANEUVERS TO 
PERPETUATE COLONIALISM IN FORMER COLONIES; 

-NOTED THE "MERCENARY" THREAT TO DECOLONIZATION IN 
SOUTHERN AFRICA, AND APPEALED TO WESTERN STATES TO 
PROHIBIT RECRUITMENT AMONG THEIR CITIZENS; 

-DECIDED TO INCREASE AND DIVERSIFY AID TO LIBERATION 
MOVEMENTS; 

-UNDERTOOK, IN THE EVENT OF EXTERNAL AGGRESSION, TO 
LEND NECESSARY AID, INCLUDING MILITARY, TO PROTECT 
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THE NEWLY INDEPENDENT STATES OF THE REGION. (LIMITED 
OFFICIAL USE) KINSHASA 7521, 9/4. 

4. ANGOLAN FACTIONS MERGE: THE THREE FACTIONS OF THE 
POPULAR MOVEMENT FOR THE LIBERATION OF ANGOLA (MPLA) 
PLEDGED TO SEEK UNITY IN A SEPTEMBER 3 COMMUNIQUE WHICH: 

-WAS SIGNED BY AGOSTINHO NETO, PRESIDENT OF MPLA, 
JOACQUIM PINTO DE ANDRANDE, LEADER OF THE "EASTERN 
ACTIVE REVOLT," AND DANIEL CHIPENDA, LEADER OF THE 
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"EASTERN REVOLT;" 

-SPECIFIED THAT NETO WILL REMAIN PRESIDENT AND BE 
ASSISTED BY TWO VICE PRESIDENTS, ANDRADE AND CHIPENDA; 

-WAS AGREED TO FOLLOWING THE CONCERTED EFFORTS OF 
PRESIDENTS NYERERE, KAUNDA, MOBUTU, AND NGOUABI. 
(UNCLASSIFIED) DAR ES SALAAM 3016, 9/4. 

5. SOMALI DELEGATION VISITS SAUDI ARABIA: ACCORDING TO 
ACTING MINISTER OF STATE FOR FOREIGN AFFAIRS MASUD, THE 
DELEGATION ARRIVED IN JIDDA ON AUGUST 30 WITH THREE 
REQUESTS: 

-MILITARY ASSISTANCE; 

-A SPEEDUP AND AN INCREASE IN ECONOMIC ASSISTANCE; 

-HELP IN TRANSPORTING SOMALI LIVESTOCK TO SAUDI 
ARABIA. 

THE SAUDIS REPORTEDLY REJECTED THE MILITARY AID PLEA, BUT 
HAVE THE OTHER POINTS UNDER CONSIDERATION. (CONFIDENTIAL)

6. SAUDI ARABIA CONCERNED ABOUT DEVELOPMENTS IN ETHIOPIA: 
EMBASSY JIDDA COMMENTS THAT THE SAUDIS: 

-ARE RECONCILED TO THE INEVITABILITY OF CHANGE IN 
ADDIS ABABA BUT FEAR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A PRO- 
COMMUNIST REGIME; 
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-WOULD LIKE TO SEE A CONSTITUTIONAL MONARCHY, WITH 
THE EMPEROR LIVING OUT HIS DAYS IN IMPOTENT HONOR 
AND WITH A MODERATE, REFORMIST REGIME IN POWER; 

-ARE DISPOSED TO HELP MODERATE ELEMENTS IN ETHIOPIA; 

BUT 

-WOULD FIND IT IMPOSSIBLE, AT LEAST IN THE IMMEDIATE 
FUTURE, TO ASSIST ETHIOPIA IF THE EMPEROR WERE
